Speaking 

Happy Admission 

In a relaxed post-Admission Day mood, we’ve been 
ruminating over some Interesting statistics received about 
the California economy. 

The state Is 120 years old. Consider some of the things 
It has achieved In that period. 

If California were a nation Instead of a state (and 
let us admit there are some who so equate her), she 
would rank seventh In the world In gross national pro¬ 
duct — the total value of the state's production being $96 
billion. Only our entire nation, Russia, Japan, West Ger¬ 
many, France and the United Kingdom outrank us. No¬ 
body knows for sure, but Red China Is believed to bo 
close to us. Italy and Canada follow us. 

Our 20 million people earn and spend more on the 
average than all but one nation, Kuwait. California’s per 
capita Income in 1968, for example, was $3968, according 
to the State Department of Finance. Oil-wealthy Kuwait 
with Its 600,000 population had a per capita income of 
$4060. 

As for telephones, California is topped quite obvious¬ 
ly by the entire United States, but Japan is the only other 
nation having more than our 12.4 million. 

Russia, with more than 10 times our population, has 
about a million automobiles. California? Thirteen million. 

China is believed to have 700 million population, but 
California generates and uses as much electrical power. 

Chauvinistic? Certainly. But a happy admission. 

What Explosion? 

That population explosion that has had so many 
people worried may not bo such a throat after all. At 
least in the United States. In fact, it may turn into some¬ 
thing of a recession that could have definite effects on 
the business economy. 

Current federal census estimates indicate tliat al¬ 
though the nation’s population still is growing, the rate 
is lessening. Whereas there had been predictions of some 
50 million more potential consumers by 1980, it now looks 
more like 41. In fact, there is evidence that total births 
might drop to 37 million. 

Exports say that in order to maintain population 
at its present level, with no growth, women must produce 
2.1 children during their child bearing years. The rate 
today is about 2.5, down from the post war high of 3.1. 
That’s coming clo.se to the status quo. 

Obviously all this could affect many phases of the 
economy and the political-social life of the nation. Less 
over-crowding than anticipated, fewer customers, fewer 
workers, fewer under-.30’s, that currently popular figure 
defining the generation gap. 

Even the lowering of the voting ago would have less 
effect even than now anticipated. And with the inevitable 
rise of the median age of the nation’s iKjpulation, who 
knows what changes in the currently tumultuous social 
scene might take place.

Taste Of His Own Medicine 

On the promise that ‘‘if it worked for Chavez, it 
should work against him,” opponents of the farm labor 
organizer are considering establishment of a boycott 
against all products bearing “the black flag” label of 
Chavez’ United Farm Workers Organizing Committee. 

This is a further step by a citizens committee organ¬ 
ized several weeks ago to counter a UFWCX: strike. The 
first step, ‘‘citizen picket lines” halted opreations of one 
Salinas Valley grower which had signed with Chavez. 

The UFWCX: strike involves contracts between grow¬ 
ers and the union’s chief rival in the field, the Teamsters. 
Chavez’ response to the citizen picketing was a cry of 
“vigilantes,” a charge that law enforcement no longer 
existed in the valley, and an appeal to State Attorney 
General Thomas C. Lynch to take over the job from 
local authorities. Those local authorities countered with 
a firm denial. “The law’s the law,” said a police spokes¬ 
man, “and we’ll treat everyone equally.” 

If the citizen boycott does develop, it will be in¬ 
tersting to see how Chavez reacts to a taste of his own 
medicine. 


SENSING THE NEWS 
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Political Prize! 


There are now more than 200 million Americans, and 
the recent census shows that the population is pushing 
out towards the coastal areas, the warmer areas, and into 
suburbia. 

Just because California has a lot of all three of these 
desired areas, there is a big political prize dangling be¬ 
fore the eager noses of the political pros of both parties 
in this state. 

The new census figures are the basis on which a 
Congressional subcommittee has awarded California five 
new seats in the House of Representatives — a juicy mor- 
esl which both parties would like to grab. 

As everyone is now well aware, the census gave Cali¬ 
fornia the largest population increase; four million to 
a total of 19.7 million, officially shouldering out New 
York as the most populous state. ' 

This also made California the big gainer in reappor¬ 
tionment. Only five other states will gain seats In the 
House, while 10 states will lose. 

Looking at it on the basis of present figures — the 
final tally will not be announced until President Nixon 
gets the official figures December 1, which officials ex¬ 
pect to be less than three per cent off — most political 
experts anticipate that voting patterns in California will 
throw at least three and possibly all five of the new seats 
to the Republicans. 

Senator James Whetmore (R.-La Habra), who Is chair¬ 
man of the Senate Elections and Reapportionment Com¬ 
mittee, which will have the job of redrawing the district 
lines, has already predicted that the Republicans will win 
all five of them. 

Looking at the new population makeup. Orange and 
San Diego counties are likely choices for Republican vic¬ 
tories, but this must be balanced against the possibility 
of Democratic gains of one or two seats in Los Angeles. 

San Francisco showed a loss of population in the 
census, but not the whole Bay area, where suburban popu¬ 
lation Is definitely up. Northern California is bound to 
get a new district and the Bay Area Is a logical spot. 
But which way any new seat in the area would go is less 
predictable than the pattern in the south. 

One thing is for sure — proud residents of San Fran¬ 
cisco proper are not going to like the fact their city Is 
now smaller than Milwaukee. They can console them¬ 
selves somewhat with Governor Reagan’s comment: 

“These five new seats cannot help but further In¬ 
crease California’s key role and Influence in the life of 
our nation.” 


AROUND THE 

If welfare recipients are 
to enjoy a higher standard 
of living than men and wo¬ 
men who work at a job, the 
Incentive for the self-reliant 
life is likely to disappear 
from our society. 

Concern on this score is 
being felt as a result of the 
administration’s efforts to 
win congressional approval 
of the Family Assistance Act. 
Many legislative leaders in 
both parties believe that the 
welfare plan would be a 
destroyer of incentive. Tlie 
Senate Finance Committee 
very properly is giving the 
legislative proposal extreme¬ 
ly close scrutiny. 

The Chicago Tribune, in 
an editorial on the plan, 
commented: “Investigation 
showed that a woman earn¬ 
ing $7,000 a year in New 
York City could have less 
money (after taxes) at the 
end of the year than a 
mother of three fatherless 
children with no income 
other tha,n benefits under 
the administration’s plan.” 

If this is the case, and 
the evidence indicates it is, 
then it seems clear that the 
proposal will cause some 
people to choose a perma¬ 
nent welfare existence rath¬ 
er than gainful employment 
a.nd a self-reliant way of 
life. 

The odministartion’s plan 
penalizes the citizen who 
desires to bo self-supporting. 

A columnist for the Balti¬ 
more Sun reports that — 
under the plan — a woman 
with four dependents and a 
job paying $5,000 woiuld 
take a drop in income if she 
took a job paying $6,000 
and gave up Family As¬ 
sistance. Again, if that’s the 
case, how does the adminis¬ 
tration proposal help get

The Senate Finance Com¬ 
mittee also is co.ncern6d 
about the colossal dimen¬ 
sions of the Family Assis¬ 
tance plan. The number of 
persons receiving public as¬ 
sistance would be tripled in 
13 states if the plan is en¬ 
acted into law. In 16 states, 
more than 15 per cent of the 
population would be covered 
by this welfare plan and 
would receive financial as¬ 
sistance. In the case of one 
state, Missi.ssippi, 35 to 40 
per cent of the population 
would be on welfare. The 
cost to the nation’s taxpay¬ 
ers would soar from the cur¬ 
rent $4.5 billion welfare bill 
to a fantastic $9.1 billion. 

In effect, the Family As¬ 
sistance plan would be leg¬ 
islation aimed at redistribu¬ 
ting wealth. Self-supporting 
citizens would have to pay 
much higher taxes in order 
to maintain the huge non¬ 
work population on the wel¬ 
fare rolls. 

Furthermore, existing state 
administration of welfare 
benefits. No thorough check 
would be made on appli¬ 
cants for aid under the 
Family Assistance plan. Tlio 
absence of regular investi¬ 
gators by state welfare agen¬ 
cies would be an open invi¬ 
tation for falsification of 
facts and other abuse.s. 

It is ,no wonder, therefore, 
that U.S. Rep. John M. A.sh- 
brook (R-Ohio) said that 
ma.ny congressmen — both 
Republicans and' Democrats 
— regard the Family As-

Second Chance 
For Vets To 
File Exemption 

A veteran who was denied 
his veteran’s exemption on 
his home for this year has 
another chance to file a 
homeowner’s exemptio.n 
claim under urgency legis¬ 
lation sponsored by the State 
Board of Equalization which 
has just been signed by Gov¬ 
ernor Reagan. 'This legisla¬ 
tion extends to October 2 the 
filing date for a homeown¬ 
er’s exemption for veterans 
whose veteran’s exemption 
claims were denied. 

Mr. Nevlns, the Southern 
California Board Member, 
pointed out that a veteran 
must satisfy the following 
conditions to be eligible for 
filing a homeowner’s exemp¬ 
tion claim on or before Oc¬ 
tober 2, 1970: 

(1) He claimed a veteran’s 
exemption on his principal 
place of residence this year 
but this claim was denied, 
and (2) he lived on March 
1, 1970 in a single-family 
dwelling, duplex, or condo¬ 
minium which he owned or 
was buying under contract 
and was ,not on relief during 
the 12-months ended June 
30, 1970. 

Nevins pointed out that 
many veterans have already 
filed homeowner’s exemption 
claims which will be vali¬ 
dated by this act. In such 
instances a second filing is 
not required.

Firemen, Police 
To Get Additional 
Protective Gear 

Sheriff’s deputi e s and 
Cemnty firefighters will be 
better protected against 
rioters and other lawbreak¬ 
ers — if Supervisor Warren 
Dorn has anything to do 
about it. 

Dorn turned over to the 
Chief Administrative Officer 
a list of protective gear for 
the officers and firefighters 
which includes face shields, 
gas masks, protective head- 
gear, flak suits, and closed 
cabs for fire apparatus. 

“These men daily are 
subjected to dangers from 
law breakers. Tliey are risk¬ 
ing their lives to protect the 
people of Los Angeles Coun¬ 
ty. They deserve the finest 
protective equipment,” ad¬ 
ded Dorn. 

Last week, Dorn asked the 
Sheriff and Fire Chief for 
the list. Both agreed that 
present eqaiipment was in¬ 
adequate to cope with riots, 
which during the month 
have resulted in injuries to 
more than 75 deputies and 
firefighters. 

Recently, on Dorn’s mo¬ 
tion, the Board of Super¬ 
visors ordered the equip¬ 
ment. Also, on his motion, 
funding for overtime was 
approved.

Community to be declared 
eligible and flood Insurance 
is made available, and then 
flood insurance policies may 
be purchased from any local 
property and casualty insur¬ 
ance agent or broker li¬ 
censed to do business with 
the State of California. 

There is no minim u m 
amount of i.nsurance cover¬ 
age required but there is a 
minimum premium charge 
on each policy of $25 and a 
$4 minimum charge for any 
change in coverage during 
the life of a policy. 

Further there is a small 
deductible clause In the 
policy, applicable separately 
to both the structure and 
the contents, which is set at 
either $200 or 2 per cent of 
the amount of insurance 
covering the type of loss, 
whichever is greater.

Slake or sea-spinach is 
found on rocks all over Ire¬ 
land. It is called laver In 
England and Wales. It i.s 
eaten a,s we would eat cook- 
ed spinach, with butter, 
cream, or a squeeze of 
orange or lemon juice. 

Another seaweed used' is 
a dark purple or gree.n when 
growing, but when dried it 
is bleached and called Irish 
Moss or Sea Moss. Owing to 
its gelatinous quality it is 
used a.s a vegetable gelatin 
and makes excellent jellies, 
aspics, beverages and even 
bread' and pa.steries. This 
can be obtained in manv 
health food shops .and is 
called carrageen. 

Willicks or Willocks is the 
local name for periwinkles 
or winkles. They are a sm.all 
shellfish or sea snail. Win¬ 
kles are boiled in their 
shells in cold sea water for 
10 minutes. Traditional 1 v 
they are gotten out of their 
.shells with a pin and dipped 
in fine oatmeal before fat¬ 
ing. 

Cruhins is the Irish for 
pig’s trotter. They used to he 
a great favorite in pubs on 
Saturday night, an'd still can 
be found in country dis¬ 
tricts. Tlicy are served with 
soda bread and stout. The 
hind feet are the tr,ue orui- 
bins. They are .sold pickled 
but not cooked in pork 
butchers in Ireland. One 
way of preparing thi.s non¬ 
elegant but delicious dish is 
to use the pickled pig’s trot¬ 
ters, a carrot, an onio,n, a 
bay leaf, parsley, and thyme, 
salt and pepper. The.se are 
cooked until tender. The 
meat is then taken from the 
bone, rolled in 'beaten egg 
mixed with d'ry mustard, 
dipped In breadcrumbs and 
fried in bacon fat. 

There is an old saying in 
Ireland that if you oat goo.se 
on Michaelmas Day (Sep¬ 
tember 29th) you will never 
want for money all year 
round. At this time they 
weigh about 10 pounds a,nd 
are very tender. The tradi¬ 
tional Irish stuffing for 
goo.se is potato. In the 18th 
and 19th centuries o'nion 
sauce was always served 
with the goose. The onions 
were cooked in half milk 
and half water with a .slice 
of t'urnip. When soft they 
were maahed and mixed 
with a knob of butter, a 
pinch of nutmeg, salt and 
pepper and beaten until 
smooth. Sometimes it was 
finished with a little cream. 
Today hot applesauce i.s 
more usual.

Scores of Sierra Madre res¬

With 
the exception of epeciflc uses which may have unique parking re¬ 
quirements, all facilities shall provide the amount of parking re¬ 
quired for the particular zone In which the facility is located. 
Parking spaces required hereby shall be continuously maintained 
as parking spaces and shall not be used for other purposes.

To insure compliance with the standards set out in this 
section and established traffic engineering practices, anyone 
constructing a parking lot containing five stalls or more, 
whether separate or in conjunction with a structure, shall 
obtain a parking lot permit from the Director of Planning. 
Prior to issuance of a parking lot permit, the following ad¬ 
ministrative procedures in plot plan requirements shall be met: 

(a) Submit plot plan containing: 

1. Owners name, current address and phone number. 

2. Scale of the plot plan, not smaller than one Inch 
equals twenty feet. 

3. North point at top of page. 

4. All adjacent streets, alleys, buildings, parking areas, land¬ 
scaping and walls. 

5. Sidewalks, curbs, gutters, driveways, and street trees. 

6. Location, dimension and height of buildings and struc¬ 
tures and number of stores or feet In total floor area. 

7. Complete dimensional parking lot layout. 

8. All parking spaces, wheel bumpers and directional arrows 
clearly marked. 


(h) Wherever a center divider separate.? parking stalls facing 
each other, tree wells shall be established not more than 
50 feet apart for largo trees nor more than 30 feet for 
small and medium size trees.

THE CITY COUNCIL OP THE

SECTION 1. New Sections 9327 1 
and 9344.1, reading as follows, are 
hereby added to the Sierra Madre 
City Code; 

Section 9327.1. Lot Area. In¬ 
terior, shall mean the total lot 
area minus: ( 1 ) the sum of 
the ground floor area of all 
buildings located thereon, and 


(1) Hose bibs shall be located in not more than 200 foot 
intervals to allow for hose watering reinforcement to the 
system. 


(7) Temporary Parking Lots: 


(3) Maintenance 


Permits for temproray parking lots which need not meet the 
full standards for permanent lots may be issuod and renewed 
on a six-month basis to cover a period not to exceed three 
years; provided that a plot plan Is submitted as required 
above and; provided that the facility is surfaced and con¬ 
tinuously maintained dirt, dust, and weed free; that existing 
plant materials are maintained; and that a bond in an 
amount to be determined by the City Engineer be posted to 
insure the full compliance of the lot to the standards of 
this section or its removal at the end of the temporary permit 
period. 


(a) All planting shall bo permanently and regularly maintained 
free of debris and shall be maintained in accordance with 
a program outlined and accepted by the Planning Com¬ 
mission. 


(b) All parking areas shall be kept clean and free of dust, 
mud or trash.
